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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the submission filed 4-21-2009, which has been entered. 
Claim 33 is currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Richards 
(769,920). Richards discloses a method of using a belt drive that includes first and 
second pulleys (e\ e 2 ) and a belt (e 3 ) reeved over the first and second pulleys, the first 
pulley includes a first pivot (G) which is located with reference to a centerline between 
the first pulley and second pulley and a theoretical intersection of the belt strands (see 
attached drawing illustration below) such that application of torque to the first pulley in 
the first direction proportionally elevates average belt tension, while application of 
torque to the first pulley in the opposite direction proportionally decreases average belt 
tension; as can be seen, the first pulley is loading away from the second pulley in a 
pivoting fashion about the pivot. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 4-21-2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant contented that the prior art to Richard fails to disclose a pivot 
point with reference to a centerline between the first and second pulleys and a 
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theoretical intersection of the belt strand. In response, it can be seen by the attached 
drawing that the point G is located in an area between the vertical boundaries of the two 
pulleys. As seen in fig. 5 of the instant invention, the pivot point "P" is located in an area 
between the centers of the two pulleys. Therefore, in regards to the pivot point, the 
structures of Richard and the instant invention are very similar. In addition, the pivot 
point "G" of Richards is with reference to the centerline between the centers of the two 
pulleys (see drawing attached). It should be noted that no specific details to show 
difference in position or location of the pivot point of the instant invention compared to 
that of Richard. Applicant also contented that Richards provides no such reason for the 
location of the pivot point. It should be noted that the rejection does not require any 
reason by Richard for the location of the pivot point, so long as the structure meet the 
language of the claimed invention. For reasons given above, accordingly, the rejection 
is deemed proper.
